‘nor Smith left late tonight for the 
west on his first campaign tour. 

The democratic presidential nomi- 
nee was wearing one of his famous 
derbies as he boarded the 11-car spe- 
cial train that will carry him on a 
two weeks’ tour through a section of 
the agricultural belt west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Byrne Bids Farewell 

With a squad of city, state and 
New York Central police attempting, 
gt times in vain, to hold back the 
cheering crowd that swept in toward 
him, Smith, with his wife on his arm, 
was halted in the center of the wait- 
ing room, while State Senator Wil- 
liam T. Byrne, a democrat of Albany, 
made a brief speech of farewell. 

Byrne presented the nominee and 
his wife with a huge basket of chrys- 
anthemums, wished them “God 


speed,” and told the governor that ‘“‘if 
the people of the west get to know you 
as well as we here do, they will give 
you their votes.” oy 

Memories to Linger. 


Responding. Governor Smith _ said 
that “although the flowers will fade 
before this trip is over the recollec- 
tion of thoughts of my _ dearest 
friends—those in Albany—will remain 
forever.” 

The democratic standard bearer, 
who will discuss farm relief in his 
first speech at Omaha Tuesday night, 
and then will visit Oklahoma City, 
Denver, Helena, Mont., St. Paul and 
Milwaukee, for campaign addresses, 
left the executive mansion at 10 p. 
Ps eastern standard time, one hour 

efore the time set for the departure 
of his train, 

He was accompanied by the mem- 
pee of his personal train party, which 

esides Mrs. Smith, included their 
daughter, Mrs. John A. Warner. and 
a few close friends and political ad- 
visers. Members of the governor's

Is First Out 


News of Florida Hurricane 
Given by Constitution Be- 
fore All Others. 


First news of Florida’s second ca- 
lamitous hurricane which swept across 
the peninsula state Sunday afternoon 
and night was carried in a _ special 
extra edition of The Constitution, on 
the streets of Atlanta about a half 
hour ahead of an extra put out by 
another paper. 

Word of the 100-mile-an-hour wind 
which laid waste to almost the entire 
Porto Rican republic during the week- 
end was carried in Associated Press 
dispatches, which carried official 
weather observations indicating that 
the storm was headed directly for the 
Florida coast. On the alert for the 
advent of the hurricane on the -east- 
ern Florida coast, The Constitution 
prepared to give the news of its ar- 
rival and direction to readers by ar- 
ranging for special mechanical crews. 

The story, brought in by the As- 
sociated Press and _ supplementary 
news seryices, went to press at 5:50 
p. m. central time, and at 5:57 the 
first special edition was on the street. 


BOY 1S DROWNED 
AS BOAT CAPSIZES 
IN GHATTAROOGHEE 


Waldo Richards, 14, Vic- 
tim of River Tragedy; 
Body Not Recovered 
Late Sunday Night. 


Plunged into the swift, eddying wa- 
ters of the Chattahoochee river late 
Sunday afternoon when the small boat 
in which he and a companion were 


rowing capsized under the railroad 
trestle just below Bolton, Waldo Rich- 
ards, 14, of 782 Curran street, was 
drowned. At a late hour Sunday 
night searchers had not recovered the 
body. 

The tragic end to a Sunday after- 
noon pleasure trip was made known 
when the boy’s companion, Lewis Rob- 
inson, 15, of 376 1-2 Decatur street, 
drenched and bedraggled after swim- 
ming from the middle of the river, 
clambered out on the bank and gasped 
news of the Richards boy’s fate. 

Immediately equipment was com- 
mandeered from Bellwood convict 
camp nearby, and men took to the 
river in boats in an effort to reclaim 
the boy’s body from the river bed. 
The searching parties were headed by 
KE. J. McGill, of Marietta road, who 
lives nearest to where the boat cap- 
sized. 

While searchers worked their slow 
and arduous way up and down the 
river the boy’s father, C. H. Rich- 
ards, his face bowed in a_ toilworn 
hand, sat silently on a log apart from 
the huge crowd which thronged the 
bank to watch the fruitless search. 

According to Lewis Robinson, he 
and the Richards boy had gone to 
the river Sunday affernoon and rented 
an boat just below the highway bridge. 
Drifting downward with the current, 
they struck one of the furious eddys 
under the railroad trestle, and before 
they knew it, the boat had capsized. 

The boy said the Richards youth 
grasped him once and then was torn 
away by the whirling stream. Com- 
ing to the surface again, the fated 
youth clutched wildly at his friend 
and then swiftly was -borne down- 
ward. 

County Officers Cal Cates and F,

SON ADMITTED 
MURDERING BOYS 


Elderly Man Tells Police 
Youth and His Wife 
Tried Several Times To 
Kill Even Him. 


Los Angeles, Calif., September 16. 
(P)—Investigation into a 15-year-old 
boy’s story of the slaying of four boys 
on a Riverside, Calif., farm took new 
impetus tonight when George Cyrus 
Northcott, held as a material witness, 
told officers his son, Gordon Scuart 
Northcott, and grandson, 15-year-old 
Sanford Clark, had admitted to him 
that they had committed the murders. 

The statement of the elder North- 
cott, telling of the confessions of his 
son and grandson came at the end of 
a day’s questioning by the officers. 

New Sensation. 

The elderly man added a new sensa- 
tion when he declared to the ques- 
tioners that his grandson and his own 
wife had tried several times to mur- 
der him. The last attempt, Le said, 
Ws six weeks ago. 

The two boys, Clark, who first told 
the story of the “murder farm’ to the 
officers, and Gordon Stuart North- 
cott, both told him, Northcott said, 
that the three youths slain on the 
farm were Lewis and Nelson Win- 
slow, of Pomona, and Walter Nollins, 
of los Angeles. 

lie said they also tc!d him of an 
unidentified Mexican boy being slain 
aud of his head being cut off, The 
elder Northcott was taken into cus- 


toiy soon after young Clark heid for 
immigration officials had told his sen- 
s3tional story. 
Ignorant of Slayings. 

Previously Northeott insisted he had 
no knowledge of slayings, although 
they were declared to have oveurred 
on bis own farm. Tonight, how»ver, 
the police said, he started “talking 
like a streak,” and recounted detiil: 
of tlie story told him by the two boys. 

Young Clark had admitted that he 
was forced to kill one of the Winslow 
boys under fear of his own death 
at the hands of Gordon Northcott, the 
latter, he said, killed his victims only 


‘after inflicting torture upon them. 


FATHER DECLARES 
SLAIN BOYS ALIVE. 


Austin, Texas, September 16.—() 
Two youths believed by W. M. Mere- 
dith, city officer at New Braunfels, 
near here, to be the sons of N. H. 
Winslow, Pomona, Cal., whom San- 
ford Clark, 15, claimed were tortur- 
ed and killed by Mrs. George Cyrus 
Northcott and her son, Stuart, néar 
Los Angeles, passed through New 
Braunfels about two months ago, 
Meredith said in a long distance tele- 
phone conversation with the Asso- 
ciated Press here today. 

Meredith said the boys were picked 
up as suspected vagrants; that they 
explained they were going to’ Temple 
to “visit relatives” and that he then 
released them immediately. He could 
not recall the names they gave but 
said neither was “Winslow.” 

Meredith declared that photographs 
sent out later by Mr. Winslow con- 
vinced him that the youths were the 
Californian’s sons. 


LAWYER DENIES

Lyons also said he knew of no “Mrs. 
W. C. Hudson,” the name signed to 
the other seized message.

Big Storm 


Hit Miami

Mr. Noble was night news edi- 
tor of the Miami Herald when 
the hurricane of September 18, 
1926, struck Miami. 

Two years ago Sunday afternoon 
a sulky sun sank belew the horizon 
in the fastnesses of the Everglades 
west of Miami and Fort Lauderdale, 
an evilly colored thing, whilst the 
barometer trembled and slowly drop- 
ped down on a scale toward a point 
which threatened death and destruc- 
tion. A West Indian hurricane was 
storming a path through the Bahamas 
a hundred miles to the east. 

In Fort Lauderdale, the Palm 
Beaches and Miami and Miami Beach, 
a population increased far beyond its 
normal growth read the headlines—and 
went to sleep. No hurricane had spent 
its fury on the Florida coast in 40 
years, old timers recalled. This one 
would follow the paths of all others 
to the wide open Atlantic. 

But the customary bright dawn 
never came. In its place rain, to be 
followed by winds,’ supersaturated 
with tons and tons of salt water suck- 
ed up from a raging angry _ sea, 
swept upon unsuspecting, unwarned 
cities. Long before the full fury of 
an 135-mile hurricane gale struck the 
Florida coast, the Gold Coast, power 
lines were down, telephone wires had 
broken into a million sections and 
every telegraph line was out, as well 
as all radio stations. : 

An angry sun had gone to its rest, 
foretelling disaster—and no one had 
cared to see. 

Communications Gone. 

The full force of the hurricane hit 
Miami, Fort Lauderdale, and in .be- 
tween, Hollywood, at about 5 a. m. 
Saturday morning, September 15, 
1926. <All wire communication had 
gone out earlier in the night. Power 
lines were lying about the streets of 
the cities, dead, their current cut off. 
The last Associated Press dispatch had 
been filed out of the Miami Herald 
office before midnight. 

As the gales struck signs and trees 
they went down. Windows were broken 
as by a mighty push of a giant hand. 
In the streets, the sidewalks and pave- 
ments were filled with broken and fly- 
ing glass from the shop windows. 
Loose tin signs were hurled around 
corners and down between stricken 
buildings, a deathly menace to the 
most courageous who dared to be out. 

Then, as the storm reached its max- 
imum intensity, lumber yards were 
picked. up, scantling by scantling and 
timber by timber. Piece by piece, 
hundreds of thousands of feet of Geor- 
gia and Florida pine was sent ca- 
reening through the air, end on end, 
to piece solid walls of frame _ build- 
ing. to wreck hundreds of automobiles 
and to aid the elements in lifting the 


roofs, shingle, tin and composition, 
from every manner of structure. 

And through it all, pouring 
every crevice, through shattered panes | 
and down into homes now roofless, 
salt water from the Atlantic, Biscayne 
bay, Lake Worth and the Miami river 
flooted everything and everybody. 
Scarce a dry soul lived through the 
terror of a dawn which never ar- 
rived. 

Craft of every description, in bay 
or harbor, on river and lake, small 
fishing boats, dredges weighing hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons, palatial 
yachts already on hand for the com- 
ing winter season, schooners’ with 
rearing sticks far into the skies were 
erushed and sunk, beached a thousand 
feet inland trom the high-water line, 
and even stormed from their natural 
element to berths on front lawns of 
winter mansions along millionaire 
row. 

In the cities a: more hardy and cour- 
ageous person than most would cringe 
before venturing from even the doubt- 
ful safety of strong buildings. Resi- 
dential sections in many locations, 
hardest hit by the open sweep of gales 
blowing from 135 to 150 miles an 
hour, were mute witnesses to the cries 
of dying and injured, the homeless 
and the terror-stricken victims of fall- 
ing walls and piles of debris which 
once were beautiful homes. 

Water mounted higher and higher 
in the streets until it often was six 
to ten feet deep; basements were 
flooded, sewer systems and water sys- 
tems broken and disrupted. The last 
of civilization’s color, civilization’s 
boast, had been washed and blown 
away, leaving scarcely a vestige of a 
veneer which bowed before the wrath 
of the furious elements. 


Coast a Shambles. 


The east coast of Florida was a 
Shambles. There remained nothing 
ney, nothing modern. Electricity, wa- 
ter, radio, telegraph, all were gone. 

In the rural districts, the farming 
belt along the east coast, the citrus, 
mango and avacado and truek farm- 
ers were sent in a few short hours 
from prosperity to bankruptcy. Reach- 
ing northward from Fort Lauderdale, 
the back country behind West Palm 
Beach, the great recl: ‘med sections of 
the Everglades to the west and north, 
the Okeechobee region, called “God’s 
greatest gift to mankind” because of 
the fertility of the soil, all were in 
ruins, crops gone, lands flooded. 

In the little city of Moore Haven, 
on the shores of Lake Okeechobee, a 
Jand reclaimed from the lake, the larg- 
est body of fresh water completely 
within the United States, a frantic 
people were forced from home to flee 
to any safety which might present it- 
self. Lake Okeechobee had reached 
out its arms and taken back its own.

WALKER POPULAR 
IN ATLANTA CIRCLES. 

News of the death of Walker Mil- 
ler, nationally known manager of 
prize fighters, at Kingston, ae ee 
Sunday night, came as a shock to his 
many friends and acquaintances in 
Atlanta, where Miller had lived for 
the past 35 years, his family moving 
to Atlanta when he was a small child. 

Recently Miller had spent most of 
his time in New York city, but main- 
tained his home here. His brother, 
Burt Miller, of 335 Forest avenue, 
left Atlanta last night for Kingston. 

Walk Miller’s first venture into 
sports was as a bicycle racer in 1908. 
For several years he raced on local 
tracks, in the east, Chicago and in 
Europe. Returning to Atlanta he es- 
tablished the Walk Miller Athletic 
elub, putting on boxing shows regu- 
larly and acquiring a_ stable of 
fighters. | 

Developed Flowers. 
was while thus engaged that he 
discovered and developed Tiger Flow- 
ers, colored boxer, and one of the 
greatest middleweights bcxing has ever 
known. Miller also, in his time, de- 
veloped and brought into the fistic 
limelight numerous other boxers. He 
was the only southern man to gain 
recognition for southern fighters in 

New York city and the east. 

Miller, in 1925, assumed manage- 
ment of W. L. (Young) Stribling, 
Georgia heavyweight prizefighter and 
a leading contender for the throne re- 
cently vacated by Gene Tunney. He 
handled Stribling’s affairs for two 
fights during 1925. 

The popular fight manager had 
suffered from heart trouble for the 
past 10 years and was subject to ac- 
cute attacks, according to information 
gained Sunday night from Miller's 
brother and close friends. 

In Good Spirits. 

Miller’s brother, prior to leaving 
for New York, told a representative 
of The Constitution that he talked to 
Walk Miller over long distance tele- 
phone early Sunday morning, and that 
he seemed to be in good spirits. He 
added, however, that his brother had 
suffered from heart trouble = and 
Bright’s disease for several years. 

“But I can’t believe that he shot 
himself. I can see no reason for his 
doing so,” said Mr. Miller.

Jacksonville, Fla., Septemberf 16.— 
(United News.)—A 150-mile area of 
the Florida east coast, from Miami 
to beyond Fort Pierce, was in the 
grip tonight of the tropical hurricane 
which ravaged several West Indian 
islands. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company reported to the United 
News a 100-mile-an-hour wind was 
blowing at West Palm Beach tonight 
and that the city was in darkness. 

The telephone company reported 
also that Fort Pierce was being lash- 
ed by a 75-mile-an-hour gale: and that 
Miami was apparently feeling the tail- 
end of the storm with a 60-mile-an- 
hour wind.

To Recognize Parents, 


Forsyth, Ga., September 16.—())— 
Tiew their son, Tom Scott Goolsby, 
missing for 14 months, failed to rec- 
ognize them when they found him in 
a Texas city a few days ago, but 
whose memory returned when con- 
fronted with a photograph of him- 
self was told, today to friends by Dr. 
and Mrs. R. C. Goolsby, on their re- 
turn from their search for him. 

Bearing evidence of wounds about 
the head, they said, the boy when con- 
fronted by them in a Texas hotel 
room at first denied knowing them. 

“My parents are dead,” Dr. Goolsby 
said his son told them.

The newspapers will be given 
first rights to the limited electric 
power. The city still is largely with- 
out ice and milk. The plant at Com- 
erim, which normally provides the 
electric current, was demolished, but 
a local steam plant was placed in op- 
eration to give a limited supply of 
power. 

Wants Proclamation. 


Governor Towner has indicated that 
he may urge President Coolidge to is- 
sue a proclamation outlining the 
urgent needs of the island. With half 
of the homes, even those of thatch, de- 
stroyed or damaged beyond repair, and 
with most of the food crops destroyed, 
he believes that the needs will be 
great and will continue for an indefi- 
nite period, 

Probably the most seriously situ- 
ated are the “Jivaros,” the poor coun- 
try folk, who have absolutely no re- 
serve resources. Their numbers are 
estimated at nearly 1,000,000. 

Tales of their suffering 
have reached the capital.

Paul Maloney, who motored from 
Naguabo on the east coast, said that 
200 homeless and hungry people at 
Naguabo Playa had literally mobbed 
a man who had a bag of rice, a bag 
of beans and side of pork. 

With essential services partly re- 
stored in the city and with hundreds 
of men clearing the debris encum- 
bered roads, both the government and 
the local Red Cross were hastening 
relief measures. No complete. pic- 
ture of the task they faced was pos- 
sible since there was no centralized 
point for information and up to to- 
day relief efforts were uncoordinated. 

Asserting that the island had suf- 
fered from the worst hurricane ever 
recorded in the West Indies and that 
facts “are worse than have been re- 
ported,’ Governor ‘Towner’ today 
urged the secretary of war to send 
immediate funds in whatever amount 
available and more when possible. 

He also urged presidential approval 
for a general appeal for aid through 
the American Red Cross and asked 
that a Red Cross rehabilitation unit 
be sent to Porto Rico. 

He added that estimates on the 
total loss of life were as yet impos- 
sible. but that it was undoubtedly 
greater than had been indicated at 
first. 


HALF OF POPULATION 
IS HOMELESS. 

Washington, September 16.—(4)— 
Nalf of the population of Porto Rie 
is homeless and the extent of the 
damage resulting from last wc.k’s- hur- 
ricane was increased in reports re- 
seited today by the federal govern- 
ment. Governor Towner, of the is 
land, cabled the information to the 
bureau of insular affairs of the wat 
department pleading "ier food and 
clothing for the sufferérs.” 

Food and clothing in the island, 
the cablegram said, will soon be ex- 
hausted and the governor asked im- 
mediate shipments. He said cloth- 
ing was needed especially for wom- 
en and children. 

He asked that the Red Cross be 
informed great help was needed 
and said that Camp Henry was re- 
ported totally destroyed while _ the 
army post had suffered no-casualties. 

The ecablegram from Governor 
Towner said: 

“Further information from island 
greatly inereases extent of disaster. 
Practically half towns completely de- 
stroyed. Small houses in country 
blown away. -Reads’ being cleared 
but telegraph, telephone and radio 
will require some time. Probably 
half population homeless. 

“All food and elothing in 
will soon be exhausted. If imme- 
diate shipments could be made _ of 
food, such as rice, beans, potatoes, 
flour, salt pork, cod fish, beef hind- 
quarters and fore quarters, it would 
help very much. Local supplies in- 
sufficient, much destroyed. Cloth- 
ing also needly, especially for wom- 
en and children. Inform Red Cross.

(/)—Declaring that the situation is 
so “terrible as to demand immediate 
action,” and that “72 hours have been 
lost,” a group of leading citizens has 
petitioned Governor Towner to im- 
pose martial law throughout the 
island, requisitioning all food and sup- 
plies and draft all able-bodied men. 

The signers pledged that whether 
their suggestions were adopted in 
whole or in part, they were ready to 
devote their full resources to coopera- 
tion with the governor. 

The petitioners assrted that a least 
00,000 persons were hungry and 
would have nothing to eat for another 
week unless immediate and drastic 
action was taken, They declared that 
while all organizations, government 
officials and employees, and citizens 
generally were ready and eager, and 
had been for 72 hours, to cooperate in 
a plan for relief, they still were 
awaiting assignment for duty. 


To Requisition All Foods 


The communication therefore pro- 
posed specifically that: 

1—Martial law throughout _ the 
island be declared with officers of the 
infantry in command. , 

2-—-All food, supplies and materials 
in the island be requisitioned to be 
issued only on permit following a def- 
inite plan of rationing. 

3—Vessels in San Juan be loaded 
with food and medical supplies and 
sent to other ports for distribution for 
relief of the interior. 

4—The army plan followed during 
the San Duriaco hurricane of 1899 be 
followed, to include the drafting of 
all able-bodied men for employment 
in public works, on farms, or else- 
where as needed, with payment in 
foods from commissary stores. 

The communication was signed by 
Manuel V. Domenech, president of the 
chamber of commerce; C. C. MaCrae, 
president of the San Juan Clearing 
House association; E. B. Thomas, 
manager of the Federal Land bank;

Leon Daudet is in London, revisit- 
ing the scenes of his boyhood. His 
observations appearing in the Action 
Francaise as usual, and later in book 
form. no doubt, are priceless gems of 
beautiful French. For, apart from the 
man’s hectic political career, he re- 
mains a stylist and critic of the first 
order., Westminster Abbey causes 
him to launch into a comparison with 
the French Pantheon. One may imag- 
ine what he Las to say 1s he medi- 
tates upon the “unmentionable” Zola 
in the Pantheon and the ashes of 
England’s gréat men who are buried 
in the abbey. But he comes to the 
conclusion, after contemplating thre 
crowded monvments, that England 
never has produced a great sculptor. 
Sculpture is a business linked with the 
sun, says Daudet, and the English 
haven’t to much of that. His observa- 
tions on English journalism are amus- 
ing. ‘“‘While we in Paris have scan- 
dalous photos on the first page, that 
turn the newspapers into morgues, the 
Londoner reads advertisements on 
that spot.” The Times he calls an 
austere monument, as extra-mundane 
as Nelson’s statue on top of the Tra- 
falgar column. “For three years I 
have read the Times every day care- 
fully. Nothing has happened in all 
that time. The English press says 
nothing on any subject (ne dit rien 
sur rien). You gain the impression 
that in the immense British empire 
not a single event of importance ever 
takes place. ‘Old lady found mur- 
dered—Rector disappears—Hyde Park 
scandal...’ All affairs without any 


importance.”

What marvelous strides are being 
made in practical electrical science! 

Think of an electric distributing 
station that will ultimately be able to 
supply power sufficient to light the 
homes of approximately 500,000 fami- 
lies and will be operated without a 
human being inside its walls! 

This station will be put into service 
today at 238th street and Spuyten 
Duyvil road, New York city, by the 
New York Edison company. 

This manless station, one of the 
largest in the world to be operated 
without a single attendant, will be 
controlled from another station more 
than three miles away. ae 

The distant operator can close or 
open any switch, placing in service 
the various transformers and circuits 
in the new station, simply by pressing 
keys which send over wires electric im- 
pulses of the dot and dash system used 
in telegraphy. 

Also he will receive automatic sig- 
nals from the station which will in- 
form him whether the equipment is 
functioning properly. 

This control system was devised by 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing company and adapted for 
the New York Edison company by the 
Edison company’s own engineers. 

It appears to me that a visit to the 
station would be a somewhat uncanny 
experience for. a layman. 

He would see machines starting and 
stopping, switch breakers going on and 
off. and all without a sign of an op- 
erator, as though some mysterious be- 
ing were in control of the place. 

The mysterious being would .be the 
operator, of course, in the other sta- 
tion many miles away. He would be 
controlling the station through im- 
pulses sent over wires. 

The pressing of a key only once 
automatically flashes over the wire 
a telegraphic code composed of 25 
dots and dashes. 

If anything prevents the switches 
functioning when the operator presses 
a key, the impulses continue to go over 
the wire until the service is performed. 
Each key has its own arrangement of 
dots and dashes, or code, which con- 
trols a particular piece of apparatus 
or kind of service. 

The flash of a signal light tells the 
operator when a switch has operated. 
He can also press keys to ascertain 
whether the various feeders are alive 


land operating properly. 


After a while if the present mo- 
mentum in the developments of elec- 
trieal science keeps growing, it will

With the hope of assisting com- 
munities over the state in discover- 
ing their exact resources, so that they 


| may be fully prepared to. meet in- 


quiries, the Utilities Information com- 
inittee of Georgia has prepared this 
“Qutline for Survey,” which will guide 
a community in its efforts to find 
out what it possesses. 

Mr. Cope explains that the survey 
was prepared by various engineers 
and other experts and is believed to 
be fairly complete. 

The plan of operation is for a 


‘Chamber of Commerce or City council 


or county commission or other public 
body. to organize a Survey group from 
among business men and other citi- 
zens. This group, guided by the out- 
line, which, of course, may-be modi- 
fied in any way desired, will then 
conduct a systematic inquiry into all 
of the fields covered by the outline. 
Upon completion they will have a 
complete picture of the county or com- 
munity so surveyed.

TWO YEARS SINCE 
STORM HIT MIAMI 


Continued from First Page. 


In this city of Moore Haven hundreds 
of deaths were reported, and it is still 
believed that more perished within its 
boundaries than were ever accounted 
for. It was several days before Flor- 
ida National Guard troops could make 
their way into it and take over the 
guarding of what little remained. 
Came From East. 

The hurricane hit Miami and Fort 
Lauderdale about 5 o’clock on the 
morning of September 15, coming out 
of the east after devastating Nassau, 
capital of the Bahamas, and the 
islands. The east coast of Florida 
had little warning and the indications 
that it would hit the mainland were 
not seriously considered. 

In the memory of the present popu- 
lation, the’ full force of a West In- 
dian storm had not struck the coast. 
The weather bureau was all but help- 
less to trace the path of the gale. All 
communication with the Bahamas had 
been broken. ‘There were no ships in 
the storm none that could make them- 
selves heard. 

Curving to the west, when all the 
others had curved to the east and into 
the Atlantic, the September, 1926, hur- 
ricane was upon the mainland before 
the people realized they were stricken. 

For an hour, the hurricane blew, 
while tall brick chimneys toppled and 
devastation everywhere showed its ef- 
fect. 

Then came a clam. Deadly still. 
the reaction from gales of 156 miles 
and more an hour was terrific. Ear 
drums ached and the low .barometri* 
pressure caused a dizziness which 
could only be compared to a sudden 
flight to an exceedingly high altitude. 
The barometer reached a point below 
28, the lowest record for a similar 
normal in the history of the United 
States weather bureau. 

New Danger Felt. 


For about an hour, calm reigned. 
Out from hotels, apartments, homes 
and any other place of refuge, the 
population came. New danger was 
sensed in the air. Attempts to go 
abroad, however, were ‘blocked in al- 
most every direction. The causeways 
between Miami and Miami Beach were 
blocked with torn up trolley rails, up- 
rooted power and telephone poles, and 
the streets were piled with every man- 
ner of debris imaginable. Water 
flooded the streets and halted prog- 
ress. Automobiles were useless. There 
eould be no transportation. 

Warnings from the weather bureau 
were sent by word of mouth that the 
hurricane was not over, that the first 
part only had made its force felt, and 
that the second phase might be as bad 
as the first, or even worse. High in 
the skies, clouds were sailing by at a 
speed which broke their formations 
as rapidly as the eye could catch them. 

And all on the ground was deathly 
calm. 

Then, after less than an hour of 
an eerie quiet, the winds suddenly 
burst anew upon the people scurry- 
ing to refuge. The streets were cleared 
in a moment, and the hurricane again 
held undisputable sway. 

Second Phase. 


At about 7 o'clock this morning, or 
a little after, two years ago, the sec- 
ond phase of the hurricane started. 
Hour on hour it blew. And_ every 
second of the time, tons and tons of

4:05 p. m., the A. T. & T. reported, 
was at 28.64 and still falling. 

A report of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph said the barom- 
eter at Tampa was ‘at 29.48 at 10 
p. m. tonight and falling fast. A 
16-mile-an-hour wind was reported 
from there. 

While the extent of the damage 
along the hurricane’s path could not 
be estimated, unconfirmed reports 
from Palm Beach and West Palm 
Beach are that many houses have 
heen unroofed and the property dam- 
age there would be considerable. 

Worst Yet to Come. 

Other towns along the coast were 
also in darkness tonight. Power lines 
were down at Fort Pierce and Fort 
Lauderdale and power companies said 
they did not care to estimate how 
soon service could be restored. 

Passengers on the trains entering 
Jacksonville reported that railroads 
had advised them not to proceed fur- 
ther south tonight.. The railroads, 
however, declined to comment on these 


} reports. 


It was apparent from reports reach- 
ing here through reliable sources that 
the storm had not struck its fury on 
the Florida east coast tonight. It was 
believed here by telephone and tele- 
graph company officials that the 
worst part of the hurricane would 
lash the coast in the morning. 

Reports that the hurricane would 
strike Jacksonville were discounted to- 
night. The city was calm and no 
preparations had been made for a 
storm. Weather bureau officials in- 
sisted the city was out of the hur- 
ricane area. The beaches here, how- 
ever, were completely deserted today. 
Advices were that the hurricane was 
sweeping northward along the coast. 

Anniversary of Hurricane. 

It is a coincident that the area 
which was feeling the effect of the 
storm tonight was swatted by a. dis- 
astrous hurricane on the morning of 
September 18, two years ago, in which 
many lives were lost. 

While the United States weathe 


which struck Miami, it could mot 
be definitely learned tonight whether 
as much damage was being wreaked 
as in that storm. 

, On the basis of reports of the hur- 
ricanes progress from the storm area 
it is believed it is following a course 
which will carry it across the Florida 
peninsula to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Although the storm was apparently 
of great intensity no undue cause for 
alarm should be felt until communica- 
tions are reestablished with Palm 
Beach, Fort Lauderdale, Fort Pierce, 
Miami, and .other cities in the hur- 
ricane’s path. 

An accurate check of damage and 
any loss of life cannot be made un- 
til the storm has subsided and com- 
munications are again opened, 

Like a flock of winging sparrows. 
automobilists filléd the roads out of 
Florida to the northward, seeking to 
escape the dangers of the hurricane. 

Death Report Unconfirmed. 

Daytona, apparently on the north- 
ern fringe of the storm. reported a 
steady parade of automobiles through 
the sireets, seeking northern hizghwars 
to safety. Unconfirmed telephone 
reports from West Palm Beach to- 
night were that a number of casual- 
ties had occurred there. No details 
were available. 

Such a disaster had neyer struck 
Florida before, all advices here indi- 
cated. The speed and power of the 
hurricane far surpassed the deadly 
sweep of the 1926 storm that cleaved 
a path of destruction across the state. 

Flood waters heaped up in the 
Streets of Clewiston on Lake Okee- 
chobee, 

Silence Holds Fast. 

High winds broke \‘indows and bent 
the boarded-up stores of merchants at 
West Palm Beach, Daytona, Fort 
Pierce and Fort Lauderdale. 

Shipping held to harbors tenacious- 
y. Anchors were snuggled fast on 
the east and west coasts. At Tampa 
naval destroyers anchored to wateh 
the progress and effect of the gyreat 
storm from out of the southeast. 

Floods, high seas, terrifie winds. 
cutting rains—all these were expected 
to have taken toll of great property 
damage and possibly lives in the eut- 
off territory south of Daytona Reach 
to Fort Lauderdale—a distance of 
201 miles or more. : 

_ Under the awful_canopy of a rag- 
ing atmosphere, even radio appeared 
to have been silenced late tonight. 
Efforts to get in touch with the storm 
swept area had been useless at 10 
p.m. Whatever was happening was 
feared to be outrages of a terrific 


windstorm and encircling gale that 
was sweeping and destroying houses, 


'trees, crops and perhaps live in its 


path. 


Jacksonville, Fla., September 16.— 
United News.)—A hurricane probably 
without precedent in intensity flung 
itself on the east coast of Florida to- 
night in all its sky darkening, destruc- 
tive fury. 

Grave anxiety prevailed for lives 
and property. 

Terrific winds, sweeping rains and 
seas.of awe inspiring height brought 
fear to the thousands who dwell in 
towns and cities that dot the shore- 
line—in winter time the playground 
of eastern America, 

Richard W. Gray, meteorologist of 
the United States weather bureau at 
Miami, warned® that the disturbance 
far exceeded in intensity the disas- 
trous hurricane of September, 1926, 
that swept Miami and the interior of 
Florida with appalling loss of life 
and property damage in the millions. 

From Daytona Beach 250 miles 
southward to Miami the gravest dan- 
ger apparently existed, with the hur- 
ricane center placed by the weather 
bureau near West Palm Beach, a city 
with summer population of 20,000. 

Houses Unroofed. 

Before wire communications with 
West Palm Beach went out in late 
afternoon, a wind of estimated {X)- 
nuiles-an-hour velocity was reported. 
Seas were breaking over boulevaris 
with combers 30 to 40 feet in height. 

Roofs of small cottages were torn 
off there, even before the full force 
of the blast was felt. Palm trees were 
uprooted and cocoanuts, yanked from 
trees, rolled before the gale. 

The barometer at West Palm Beach 
tumbled rapidly. At 2:40 p. m. if 
was unofficially 29.04, and an hour 
later 28.90. The naval radio station 
at Jupiter inlet reperted the barom- 
eter at 29.22 in midafternoon’ and a 
90-mile-an-hour gale sweeping in. Tide 
was + feet above normal. 

From Daytona, Titusville. Fort 
Pierce and Melbourne like news came, 
with reports of frightened residents, 
barricading themselves in their houses 
against the onslaught of the storm. 

An exodus of residents from some 
sections of the belt was reported at 
Daytona. The United News corre- 
spondent there telegraphed that a 
“regular parade” of automobiles was 
passing through the city out of the 
hurricane belt. Mest of the travelers 
were bound for Georgia, where they 
hoped they would be safe.

Baytona Barricaded. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., September 16. 
(United News.)—Behind barricaded 
windows and doors the population of 
Daytona and Daytona Beach waited 
anxiously tonight as the first winds 
of a hurricane swept through from the 
Sea. 

Great seas were running, with un- 
usually high tide. Some. wires were 
down, and the “million-dollar” board 
walk was being battered by great 
combers. . 

The main highway from the seuth 
was a long line of automobiles bound 
northward, with Miami, West Palm 
Beach and Fort Pierce residents re- 
ported in them, hurrying out of the 
hurricane zone. 


Boulevard Torn Up. 

West Palm Beach, Fla., September 
16.—(United News.)—The twin cities 
of Palm Beach and West Palm Beach 
found themselves in the wild center of 
a westward moving hurricane late to- 
day that dealt out extensive damage 
before wire communications and pub- 
lic utilities failed. 

Great hunks of cement were torn 
out of Flagler boulevard by seas 35 
to 40 feet high. 

Several small cottages lost their 
roofs. One in the downtown section 
was lifted off neatly by the 75-mile- 
an-hour wind, carried a block and

TELEVISION HOPES 
- MAY BE OVERDONE 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance.) 

New York, September 16.—Much 
ballyhoo about television marks tlie 
opening of the radio world’s fair here 
in Madison Square Garden. It is 
the most discussed subject in radio 
circles and the one occasioning most 
disagreement among persons in a posi- 
tion to know. 

None but a few over-optimistic gen- 
tlemen will say that the simultaneous 


transmission of moving images by ra- 
dio is a perfectly accomplished fact. 
Where various authorities disagree Is 
in their predictions regarding when 
the public may expect reliable tele- 
vision receiving sets on the market. 

Bona-fide experimenters with tele- 
vision will be explaining their appara- 
tus and methods during the show here 
this week. ‘They range from extreme 
conservatives to those who sincerely 
believe that sets for the reception vt 
action images will be perfected and 
ofiered by this time next year. 

Radio's foremost authorities, espe- 
cially those who have actually been 
doing research into radio vision, have 
repeatedly cautioned the public not to 
expect too much too soon from tele- 
vision. 

Front page descriptions of the lat- 
est developments in the art of seeing 
by radio have led to a current con- 
viction that all that remains to be 
done is to put the televisor, as the 
device will probably come to be known, 
into production. Nothing could — be 
further from the actual state of 
things. 


Moving images in silhouette can be 
sent quite consistently. Features of 
individuals have been broadcast and 
quite clearly delineated in tiny, aper- 
tures on highly complicated receivers. 
Two figures fencing and boxing have 
been brought within focus and repro- 
duced. Most recently, voices and 
images synehronized to produce a one- 
act play have been demonstrated. 

Buf all this was done in the labora- 
tory. The technical men, each time 
thev have demonstrated something 
new, have made it clear that they 
have advanced merely one stage.

ABDUCTED CHILD'S 
LETTER FOR HELP 
CAUSES ARRESTS 


Chicago, September 16.—(4)—Four 
men were reported held by police to- 
day after a note, written in a boyish

RED CROSS MOBILIZES 
FOR HURRICANE RELIEt 


Washington, Sept. 16—(4)—With 
reports of the movement toward Flor- 
ida of the hurricane which last week 
eut a path of death and destruction 
through the West Indies, the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross today mobolized a 
force of workers at Jacksonville, I'la.. 
ready to render assistance in_ that 
state in the event of storm damage. 

James L. Fieser, vice-chairman of 
the Red Cross, also telegraphed all 
disaster workers in every county of 
Florida located in the probable route 
of the high-velocity wind to stand 
by ready to give assistance if needed. 

From church pulpits and through 
the press and radio the organization 
continued its appeals for funds to car- 
ry on relief work in Porto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands and mid-western 
states. Hundreds of messages were 
received from Red Cross chapters in 
all parts of the country pledging 
assistance. 

The unit assembled at Jacksonville 
is headed by A. L. Schafer, of the 
National headquarters’ staff, who 
served in Florida in 1926, and direct- 
ed relief operations in the state of 
Mississippi during the Mississippi 
valley floods last year. - Six members 
of the national staff also left Wash- 
ington today for Florida. 

Among the first chapters to respond 
was that at Issaquena county, Miss., 
one of the communities which suffer- 
ed heavily during the flood. The 
chapter pledged $500 for hurricane 
relief and asked notification if its 
quota was more. than this, 


HOOVER 10 SPEAK 
INN. J. TONIGHT 


Washington, September 16.—()— 
Resting in the Sabbath quiet of bis 
home, Herbert Hoover fortified him- 
self today for the arduous seven 
weeks of fighting between him and the 
end of his campaign for the presi- 
dency. 

With the exception of a few per- 
sonal friends, he bad no callers, and 
he stirred from the house only to 
worship at a Quaker meeting house on 
Thirteenth street with his wife and 
son, Allan. A dozen or so small 
boys waited outside the chureh to 
catch a glimpse of the presidential 
candidate as he left, but with that 
exception he passed through the 
strets virtually unnoticed, 

Tomorrow will see the republican 
nominee again in battle harness. He 
will move upon New Jersey where at 
Newark he will launch his first of- 
fensive in the east in his drive for 
ballots. Strangely enough, as the can- 
didate invades the territory adjacent 
to the home of his democratie oppo- 
nent, Governor Alired E. Smith will 
he speeding westward to carry the 
fight into the normally republican 
states of the middle west. . 

Visit Several Cities. 

While Hoover's principal campaign 
thrust will be the speech delivered at 
Newark, the itinerary for the New 
Jersey trip has been so enlarged that 
it will virtually constitute an inva- 
sion of the whole northern part of the 
state. The candidate will visit a 
dozen or more towns on the automo- 
bile trips that have been planned for 
him before his return to Washington 
Tuesday night. 

Probably a half million’ persons 
will see him before he turns home- 
ward, while other millions will hear 
him over the big radio hook-up that 
has been arranged to broadeast his 
speech. Leaving Washington at 8:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning, the candi- 
date’s train will make a non-stop trip 
to Newark, arriving there at 2 o'clock 
eastern daylight saving time. He 
will be met by a procession of auto- 
mobiles which will carry him through 
the Oranges and Montclair to the 
home of the inventor, Thomas A. 
Edison; at Menlo Park.

New York, September 14.—(4)— 
Business developments during the past 
week were generally constructive, al- 
though unfavorable weather in certain 
Sections caused some damage to crops 
and retarded retail trade. The steel 
and automotive industries led the 
advance, while coal, railroad equip- 
ment and textiles still lagged. Crop 

rospects remained far in advance of 
ast year, and higher prices for meat 
animals offset the low prices for 
cereals. 

While the warm weather caused a 
slackening of retail fall buying, it 
hastened the corn crop to maturing, 
thus lessening frost hazards. Rains 
caused considerable damage to crops, 
roads and bridges in the southeast, 
and retarded threshing and marketing 
of spring wheat in the northwest. The 
corn crop has also suffered somewhat, 
but still promises to be the largest 
since 1923. 

Indications of better earnings by 
several corporations, together with 

yment of a number of extra divi- 

ends and several developments in the 
consolidation movement for the reduc- 
tion of everhead, were influential in 
causing one of the greatest bull mar- 
kets in history on the New York Stock 
exchange. Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon and E. M. Hert, president of 
the Westinghouse Electric and Man- 
ufacturing company, were among in- 
dustrial and financial leaders seeing 
good prospects for the coming months. 
Unfilled Steel Orders. 

The United States Stee] corporation 
reported an increase in unfilled orders 
in August of 53,000 tons, although 
production was unusually heavy for 
the month. General advances were re- 
ported in scrap prices, and pig iron 
was definitely higher. Steel produc- 
tion continued at 80 per cent in Chi- 
cago and from S50 to 85 per cent of 
capacity in the Pittsburgh area. Con- 
tinued activity in the automotive in- 
dustry was reflected by a new high 
record in Detroit employment figures 
for the sixth consecutive week. There 
was some talk of 1928 becoming a 
record year in the industry, although 
in other circles some slackening ot 
activity was predicted for October. 

In the petroleum industry an ad- 
vance of crude prices was reported in 
Pennsylvania, and Walter C. Teagle, 
president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, returned from a 
conference of international oil heads 
in Europe expressing optimism over 
the possibility of limiting production 
to the requirements of world con- 
sumption. 

The cotton textile industry was un- 
settled by the sharp drop in cotton 
prices resulting from the govern- 
ment’s increase crop estimate. A re- 
port from the association of cotton 
textile merchants, however, indicated 
that curtailment was gradually mak- 
ing itself felt. During August sales 
and shipments exceeded production by 
12.7 and 7.1 per cent, respectively. 
A projected shutdown for the week 
of September 4, however, was _ not 
generally observed. 

Record Cement Production 

Cement production and shipments 
broke all monthly records in August, 
reflecting the heavy construction in 
many sections. Another_monthly rec- 
ord was broken by crude rubber con- 
sumption, stimulated by low prices. 
In recent weeks copper sales have been 
at high records, the domestic sales 
surpassing 100,000,000 pounds for the 
week ended Wednesday. 

Car loadings in the first week of

the like week a year ago, but the crop 
movement, delayed by rains and the 
reluctance of farmers to sell cereals 
at the prevailing low prices, has been 
very light, but it is significant that a 
good part of the world’s excess is 
centered in North America. 

Rates for loans on ‘stock collateral 
remained high, although the supply 
for commercial purposes was general- 
ly ample, and a small gold shipment 
from Great Britain, together with a 
temporary increase in Federal Ke- 
serve holdings of government securi- 
ties, caused widespread optimism. 
Business failures were greater than 
for either of the past two weeks, and 
about the same as the like week of 
last year. Bank clearings exceeded 
those of a year ago by 9 per cent, re- 
flecting in part the activity of the 
stock market. 


HUNTER CO. REPORTS 
GOOD WEEK'S SALE 


Ifunter Manvfacturing and Commis- 
sion company, of New York, says: 

“Our total sales for the week were 
close to those for the week ending 
August 17, which was the largest 
week that we had since last Decem- 
ber. Sales were approximately twice 
full production, and both colored and 
gray goods ran about this basis. 

“Print cloths furnished the bulk of 
the gray goods business, sales being 
mostly for September-October deliv- 
ery. The decline in cotton brought 
goods in the market at lower prices 
and when 38-inch 64-60s became 
available at 71-4ce, duplicating last 
February’s price, the lowest in twelve 
months, very large buying orders were 
released on these and other print cloth 
constructions. 

“There has been some improvement 
in the heavier sheetings and drills, 
and business continues good with au- 
tomobile manu‘acturers on the wide 
fabrics, but the absence from the mar- 
ket of the bag trade continues to be 
noted, and, generally speaking, there 
has been comparatively little activity 
yet in jobbing or eoverting sheetings. 

“Many price revisions have been 
made in the colored goods d:vision. 
Denims, tickings, chambrays, cheviots. 
checks and hickory stripes have all 
been repriced and business has been 
active on all of these various con- 
structions. The new price on denims 
has brought us a very large business, 
our sales for the week being the larg- 
est on record with us, and our denim 
mill is now in very comfortable posi- 
tion. Jobbers have been operating 
more freely on both bleached and fan- 
cy -flannels. Manufacturers have 
bought good quantities. We are ap- 
proaching the busiest season for cut- 
ters of flannels, and repeat again that 
if we should have a cool fall it is 
quite possible that mills making flan- 
nels might be hard pressed for delivy- 
eries, 

“Such a break in the cotton market 
as we have had in the last week is 
always disturbing, and yet we think it 
decidedly better to have it come in 
September, when the mills are in the 
market for cotton and the trade for 
goods, rather than as has happened 
often in the last few years—have com- 
paratively high cotton in September 
when the trade are buying, tollowed 
by a declining market later on, spell- 
ing inventory losses to both mills and 
customers. To our minds, cotton at 
17 1-2 cents in September, with a crop 
that does not guarantee over fourteen 
and one-half million bales, holds out 
great promise of an excellent cotton 
goods business running well into next 
spring. 

“The situation in cotton textiles, 
to our minds, looks more encouraging 


months, 


today than it has for a great many | 
While further curtailment is 
necessary in some special lines, the 
print cloths, the wide fabries and 
many other lines have now sufficient 
business on the books to require full- 
time running. 

“We have some rather interesting 
figures on our sales for the year. It 
seems that our average weekly sales 
were lowest in January; that Febru- 
ary-March-April each showed fair in- 
creases; May fell off, with June about 
the same; July showed a marked fall- 
ing off.” 


WEERLY REVIEW 
OF COTTON MARKE! 


New Orleans. September 16.—(/)— 
The main feature of the past week 


in the cotton market was the govern- 
ment crop report issued after the close 
of business Saturday before last. The 
indicated yield of 14,439,000 bales, 
although an increase over the August 
forecast of only 148,000 bales, or ap- 
proximately 1 per cent, was consid- 
ered by traders as a bearish deyelop- 
ment, but it was only after the open- 
ing of the market Monday that the 
full reaction o- the trade to the gav- 
ernment’s forecast of the crop became 
apparent. 

As soon as trading started Monéay 
there was selling from all sides and 
the low point of the day for Decem- 
ber option showed a decline of 113 
points from the high point of Sat- 
urday. 

The market continued to east off 
after Monday and did not reach the 
lowest point of the week until just at 
the close Saturday, when December 
traded as low as 16.78, or 180 points. 
or S39 a bale, under the rrice ruling 
at the highest of the preceding Sat- 
urday. 

While the decline was declared pri- 
marily due to the government report. 
it was helped by speculative selling 
on the part of traders who expected 
that the weight of the movement of 
the crop would foree lower levels. 
Hedge selling against purchase of spot 
in the interior also helped the decline. 
The unfavorable reaction of Liverpool 
and Manchester to the government re- 
port was also an additional incentive 
to lower prices on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

There was 2. good deal of trade buy- 
ing during the week, but it was on 
scale down orders and consequently 
only served as monetary checks to 
the decline.

Some time ago, in F. P. A.’s humor 
column, in New York, there was a 
sort of symposium in rhyme on fa- 
yorite musical sounds. The contribu- 
tion of A. V.—evidently a Scotchman 
— went straight to my heart. The 
whustle of a peanut-stand! I have 
walked blocks out of my way to avoid 
its lure when on my periodic reducing 
regimes. 


Nuts, on account of their large per- 
centage of fat (with the exception of 
chestnuts), are high in calories, there- 
fore are fattening. Even more so than 
candy. Ten to twelve whole peanuts, 
or one-half ounce of the nut meats— 
and other nut meats—register 100 C. 
Nut butters register the same to the 
one-half ounce (two and one-half level 
teaspoons). Because they are so high 
in fat, nuts have to be thorough mas- 
ticateY, and as a gaining food they 
are blue ribbon winners, They are a 
splendid food, too, because their pro- 
tein is of especially good quality, much 
better than that in cereals. In fact, 
it is believed to be practically equal 
in its biological value, or building and 
og properties, to that of meat pro- 
ein, 


_ Here’s a testimony to their fatten- 
ing value: 

“I'm not a big eater, but I’ve learn- 
ed to eat one-half pound of peanut 
butter every day. At first I had to 
cultivate a taste for it, but now I 
can’t leave it alone. Due to this, I 
am up to 160 pounds, while a year 


ago I weighed only 110—a 50-pound 
gain. For my height this is my cor- 
rect weight. 

“Advoise your thin readers, doctor, 
to eat lots of peanut butter if they 
want to get fat. Every night I drink 
a cup of cocoa and eat three peanut 
butter sandwiches. 

“THE PEANUT FIEND.” 

The amount of peanut butter which 
The Peanut Fiend consumes seems 
very large—1,600 calories—but he ap- 
parently got away with it. I would 
advise those who want to use nut 
butter for gaining to begin in small 
amounts and increase very gradually, 
as you would do with any gaining 
food. 

| * * *¢ 

There is very little absorption of 
food in the mouth, L. But while you 
chew on any food, you involuntarily 
swallow small amounts. After get- 
ting your letter, I tried your little 
scheme and from my experience, I 
imagine you get at least one-fourth of 
the value of the peanuts in that man- 
ner. So, if you chew 100 C. worth, 
you probably get 25 C. But why not 
take some peanuts in your allotted 
calories? You’ve evidently found your 
correct maintenance number.

| (P)—For the second consecutive year 
the national singles tennis champion- 
iship lies between France and the 
| United States. 

Of the international field of sixty- 
‘four that started last Monday in pur- 
suit of the title relinquished by Rene 
Lacoste, only two remain—Laeoste's 
countryman, Henri Cochet, and Frank 
Hunter, New Rochelle newspaper pub- 
lisher and veteran Davis cup star. 
They clash for the title 
afternoon. 

Cochet rules a decided favorite to 
carry the title to France for the third 
successive year, but American parti- 
sans are depending upon Hunter to 
spring some such upset as he did when 
he eliminated Jean Borotra, another 
of the great French squad, in the 
third round. Hunter played mediocre 
tennis all year until the present tour- 
hament started, but he ‘has been a 
whirlwind ever since. 

At Top of Game. 

He was at the top of his form 
against Borotra last Wednesday, and 
no less so yesterday when he eliminat- 
ed George Lott of Chicago, a Davis 
cup teammate, in the semi-final round, 
Hunter dropped the first set to the 
| Chicagoan, but took the next three in 
a row, to advance to the final round 
of the national championship for the 
first time in his career. 

Similarly it was the first time 
Cochet has gotten that far. He gain- 
ed the right to meet Hunter for the 
title by defeating young Frank Shields 
in straight sets. Up to this Waterloo, 
Shields had not dropped a set during 
the tournament, but the sheer power 
'of his game was no match for the 
| wily, experienced play of the little 
Frenchman, who is out to make French 
dominance im the tennis world com- 
plete. Cochet himself won the French 
hard court championship, and Lacoste 
captured the Wimbledon title. A vie- 
tory in the American classic would 
give France all the major titles of 
masculine tennis this year. 

Lost to Bill Last Year. 

Hunter reached the semi-finals of 
the championship last year, bowing to 
“Big Bill” Tilden in a strenuous four- 
set match, 14-12, 6-1, 4-6, 9.7. Cochet, 
however, failed to get that far. He 
bowed in the third round to John 
Hennessey, of Indianapolis, in five 
sets, 6-4, 6-4, 4-6, 3-6, 6-2, in one of 
the biggest upsets of the season.

ARTICLE I. 
Get the power in front of the man

This is the command of every suc- 


cessful football coach. To the aver- 
age followers of football, a spectacu- 
lar end run, a quick opening play for 
a line thrust, and a well placed punt 
are thrilling.

On offense all teams 
must have seven men on the line of 
scrimmage but each one of these play- 
ers has different assignments. One 
coach may delegate a guard to crash 
through and take off the secondary 
and another may use the same guard 
in the interference. 

The same is true to a degree on de- 
fense. Some coaches prefer to play 
their defensive centers on the line of 
scrimmage. Others instruct them to 
play in roving position. Some teach- 
ers like the box form of defense. 
Others the diamond. All have their 
strong points, which will be discussed 
in the articles to follow. 

At the beginning, however, the di- 
mensions of the field and how it is 
marked should be made plain to every- 
body. Few persons, even those in-| 
tensely interested in football, know 
the leneth and width of the gridiron. 
The field, from goal line to goal line, 
is 300 feet long. The playing field is 
160 feet wide. The marks bounding 
the sides of the field are called side- 
lines. The end zones at each end of 
the field are ten yards wide and ex- 
tend the width of the field. They can 
be distinguished from the playing field 
by the cross-marking. The boundaries 
of the end zone are the sidelines ex- 
tended, the goal lines and end lines. | 

The goal posts are placed in the 
middle of each end line. They shall 
exceed 20 feet Q: height and shall be 
placed 18 feet 6 inches apart. The 
horizontal .cross-bar shall be 10 feet 
above the ground. 

The game is played in four quar- 
ters of 15 minutes. There is a one 
minute intermission between the first 
and second and third and _ fourth 
periods. Between quarters the teams 
change goals. A 15 minute intermis- 
sion will occur between the second 
and third periods. 

In scoring a game a_ touchdown 
counts six points; successful try after 
touchdown, one point: goal from field, 
three points; safety, two points, while 
the score of a forfeited game shall 
be 1 to 0. 

Rules governing the game are made 
and changed by the rules committee, 
of which E. K. Hall, formerly of Dart- 
mouth, is chairman.
